and produced results regretted by \ 
all interested in the moral wel¬ 
fare of tho Province.

A notice to airmen issued by the 
Air Ministry gives details of the ar¬ 
rangements that have* been made for 
the communication of meteorological 
and other Information to aircraft by 
means of wireless telephony.
